I tiiink the probably extremely retiote pos^dbility of further 
unpleasantness will bo avoided by your coni'indjag tliis in writing 
and having *chs Ititter in your files. 

The original /ork was mucli larger. In current writing I have already 
used two large pasiiages that uere edited out. I may use more. 

So, I think it will be b*3ttor if thia matter is loft clean 
for both of us. Then therci will later be no questions. 

Now that this is over, while 1 prosumu that you v;ould ratiier 
forget about it, if you have any questions I will provide whatever 
ansv^ers you may want. I have boon trutliful with you ana I liave not 
in any v/uy exuggerutod. 

I rfjcret tliat this was my introduction to Dutton because under 
other circumstances we night have iiad a different relationship. In 
the course of the v^ork I have be^m doing I luive coiao into a number 
of literary ptroiDerties thcit require a kind of writing for which I 
am not suited. I believe several have novie potential, ^iost, unlil^e 
the work on which I spend almost all my time, are non«-coutrovcraial. 

In tiie hands of tjioce skilled in the kinds of writing required I 
believe these niatoriuls hold considerable promise.
